The Water Board has been advised of intended development of 37 
acres with approximately 2000 feet of lake frontage within Surf 
Pines. Richard Schroeder will be handling the development for 
the owners, presenting a plan to the county by February 1992. 
The Water Board is studying required upgrade of the present Surf 
Pines water system to service a development of this size as well 
as other anticipated development and construction.

The board occasionally learns of surveys of property in Surf 
Pines which deviate from historically recognized property and 
fence lines. While the board is not directly involved, we would 
like to see conflict between early and recent surveys in Surf 
Pines laid to rest. We would like to know if you have a survey 
of your property, or know of a survey, and the approximate date, 
or if you have information regarding "Surf Pines Woods Addition."

Bob Knutsen, a board member and insurance agent, at a recent 
board meeting reported concern expressed by Fire Department and | 
State Forestry Department officials about potential fire hazard 
conditions in Surf Pines, particularly from beach grass and pine 
trees. He relayed a recommendation that property owners clear 
all developed properties of beach grass to provide a minimum 20- 
foot clearance around all buildings. A special meeting will be 
planned for the spring, with a qualified speaker invited to 
discuss this issue. Meanwhile, please comply with all county 
burning regulations and use common sense precautions warranted by 
weather conditions.
